Tax Stamps 


OLLECTORS who are looking 

for new fields to conquer could 

get a heap of satisfaction and 

enjoyment out of a collection of 

the State Tax stamps that are 
now in use in many states of the 
Union. 

Old timers well remember the Cali- 
fornia, Louisiana, Alabama and other 
state revenues stamps of 70 years ago. 
Few collectors of today have even 
heard of these stamps and a far lesser 
number have ever seen copies of them. 

There are however some old time 
collectors who are still interested in 
these issues and it is mostly from this 
group that interest in the present 
series of State Tax and Excise stamps 
is being shown. 

Ohio entered into the issue of 
stamps of this type when it placed 
a tax on Cigarettes. Many other states 
issued their first State revenues for 
the same purpose. 

Arkansas has issued tax stamps for 
Cigars, Cigarettes and Malt. Georgia 
has Taxed the Oyster. Iowa and Kan- 
sas have issued Cigarette Tax stamps. 
Louisiana has stamps for both To- 
bacco and Malt tax. Michigan has 
Malt Tax stamps. South Carolina is- 
sues Tax stamps to License Business 
in certain lines. Tax stamps for many 
other purposes are issued by various 
states. 

Ohio has gone heavily for the Tax 
Stamps as can be noted by the list 
herewith and it is to be noted that the 
bulk of this list has been for Beer, 
Wines and Liquors. Doubtless many 
other states have issued or will issue 
similar stamps and a collection of 
these stamps is both interesting and 
attractive. The sizes are varied and 
the colors attractive. 

No better time to start a collection 
of State Tax Stamps than at the pres- 
sent moment and exchanging with 
other collectors should soon help you 
accumulate a sizeable one. 

The list offered herewith is prepared 
by Mr. Roy Chamberlain of Columbus, 





a member of the Columbus Philatelic 
Club. At some later date it is hoped 


that a more careful study of the 
stamps can be made and information 
which is evidently lacking in this list 
can be supplied. 

No attempt to list many known er- 
rors has been made as it is known that 
errors have been seen which have not 
been generally issued and until a more 
careful study can be made the list 
herewith will serve. 

To collectors who can supply com- 
plete lists of the Tax stamps of their 
state, we urge that copies of the list 
be supplied for publication.

Patriotic covers as we all under- 
stand them are those Pictorial covers 
which were issued through the Civil 
War Period and which bore prints of 
the American Flag or some picture 
glorifying the northern states or car- 
tooning the southern states as well as 
the southern leaders. 

Of late years we have also come 
to class in this same group pictorial 
War Covers of the Spanish American 
War Period as well as any other pic- 
torial cover associated with any of the 
wars. 

It is of course natural that these 
covers were used in this country and 
in the case of the Spanish American 
or World War, by our soldiers in the 
field. 

It would therefore be quite unusual 
that a cover of this type or class 
should be used in a foreign country 
which had no connection with the war 
then in progress. 

Such a cover as this has recently 
come into my possession, a cover 
bearing a flag and a verse below same, 
which has within it a letter written in 
Japan. The cover was not posted in 
Japan, for reasons as explained in the 
letter or if posted in Japan was not 
cancelled there but went by boat to 
Hong Kong where it is postmarked 
and cancelled with the date July 26 
1862 and bears also a stamped ¢ tos 
of 16 CENTS. The letter itself is 
dated June 17 of the same year. 

This letter then went by boat to 
London, England where it is again 
cancelled September 18, 1862 and from 
London to America where it bears a 
black cancellation reading “Boston A. 
M. Pkt.—Oct. 1—5’”. In addition to 
this there is a large long single line 
cancellation ‘Charlestown, Mass.’ 
across the face of the envelope, the 
envelope being addressed to Charles- 
town. 

Thus we have a United States Pa- 
triotic Cover which was posted on the

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other side of the world at a period 
which ties it up with and makes it 
clearly a United States Patriotic. 

We know of no other Patriotic Cover 
of this period which can lay claim to 
such an eventful usage and this cover 
is certainly an unique item. 

Fortunately the cover is in almost 
perfect condition and the letter therein 
is quite interesting. Among other 
things it tells of the present situation 
in Japan and it will be interesting to 
quote a portion of this letter. 

“The great event here now, or that 
which is agitating the minds of for- 
eigners is the news (whether true or 
not) which reached here last night— 
that the Mikado or Spiritual Emperor | Vu 
has committed suicide or ‘hari-kari’— 
by cutting open his bowels. It has 
long been known that the Princes, or 
at least many of them are hostile to 
foreigners and that they have long 
been importuning the Government to 
either have us all removed or all mas- 
sacred”’ 


Presidential Series 
Enlarged 


A telegram from our Washington 
Correspondent, W. C. Rice advises 
that the proposed Presidential Series 
which has been looked forward to for 
some time is being given much more 
attention and that indications are that 
there will be a series of 29 stamps 
honoring every one of the deceased 
presidents. 

This will mean the addition of four 
new values that are not in the cur- 
rent set, probably a 4'4c, 16c, 18c 
and 19¢ stamp. 

Information at hand is that the 
frame designs will be similar through- 
out the series. Information as _ to 
which presidents will be on certain 
values is lacking.

while Mr. Fred Thornton, in the same 
mail, reports having a 50c No. 517 
perforated 10 on the left side and 11 
on the others. These multiple per- 
foration varieties have been coming 
to light with more frequency recent- 
ly. They were caused by one 10 
gauge perforating wheel being mixed 
in with the 11 gauge when the change 
from 10 to 11 was made. This re- 
sulted in one line of perforations on 
each sheet which was perforated on 
this machine being 10 instead of 11. 
Theoretically all the 1917-19 and 1922 
flat plate issues can be found with 
this compound perforation as it is 
possible that some of each value were 
perforated on this machine. Actually, 
some may not have been. However, 
if you have any of these issues it 
might be wise to check on them as 
they are surely worthy of catalogue 
recognition. 


Miss Ruth C. Johnson has difficulty 
in placing her U. S. stamps. Prac- 
tically the only solution to this prob- 
lem is to get a catalogue—either at 
the local library or by buying it. She 
has two green Washington stamps, 
one a 2c and the other a 3c. The 2c 
can be only No. 212 issued in 1887 
but the 8c can be any one of five, 
namely, with grill, No. 186, without 
grill No. 147, with secret marks No. 
158, soft paper No. 184 re-engraved 
No. 207. All these appeared between 
1870 and 1882. Miss Johnson also 
wishes to know how to remove stamps 
from envelopes. The best way is to 
soak thoroughly and then lay the 
stamps between newspapers to dry. 
However, it is adviseable, in the case 
of 19th century stamps especially, to 
determine whether the envelopes with 
the stamps on them are not of more 
value than the stamps soaked off 
would have.

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Importation of Stamps 
Made Easier 


I received today, from the Treas- 
ury Dept. advance notice of a 
treasury decision that will be of 
much interest to stamp dealers and 
collectors who import from abroad. 
It has been the law that any ship- 
ment of stamps valued at more 
than $100.00 was subject to formal 
entry under Consular Invoice. These 
Consular Invoices cost $2.50 each 
and the time and bother of getting 
them abroad added to the inconven- 
ience of a trip to the Customs of- 
fices in this country to receive the 
package, made the proceedure a 
troublesome and expensive one. Last 
spring I set about the task of effect- 
ing a change that would be more 
fair to collectors and dealers in view 
of the fact that most importations 
are on an approval basis. I have 
today, received advance notice of an 
amendment to the Customs regula- 
tions placing stamps as the 11th 
item on a list of merchandise which 
can be imported without the bother 
and red tape of Consular Invoices. 
It will no longer be necessary to 
boot-leg stamps into the country by 
means of a number of small pack- 
ages with individual values under 
$100.00. From now on any amount 
of stamps can be entered informally 
without Consular invoice and all the 
bother and fuss and expense that is 
attached to formal entry of stamps. 
I am sure this will be very welcome 
news for collectors and dealers and 
I find a great satisfaction in know- 
ing that it was largely due or per- 
haps entirely due, to my efforts.

Some strange stamps come to the 
office of the publisher of a stamp 
paper. Probably more commemorative 
stamps come on the mail of such a 
publisher than goes to any other in- 
dividual business receiving a similar 
volume of mail. 

Also, due to the fact that a large 
amount of the remittances received 
are in unused stamps, it is found de- 
sirable to carefully watch these 
stamps as they come to the office 
for many interesting varieties are 
found at various times. 

About a year ago a beautiful block 
of four of the lake shade of the 
Yorktown stamp was found in our 
days receipts of mint stamps. 

The latest item of interest is two 
horizontal pairs of the 3c Maryland 
stamp which must have come from 
the same sheet and in which the plate 
is so badly worn that the background 
surrounding the ships and above the 
waves is almost white. In some places 
it is almost impossible to detect the 
fine lines of the groundwork on the 
stamp. 

Ordinarily copies of this stamp are 
a very bright red color, while these 
two pairs appear of a pinkish tint 
due to so much of the white of the 
paper showing in the stamps.
